My understanding is that, following instructions from NOAA leadership, generally speaking 
NOAA's engagement in monument management planning efforts are currently on hold while 
the Monuments Review is completed. FWS has respectful held back in moving forward 
separately. 

Northeast Canyons and Seamounts: Initial discussions were held in 2016 on management 
plan and associated NEPA document, but were paused in early 2017 as stated above. 

Papahnaumokukea: Internal scoping nearly completed (final session Nov 15), planned 
public scoping delayed at NOAA's request. 

Pacific Remote Islands: US Air Force Integrated Natural Resource Management Plan at 
Wake recently finalized. FWS/NOAA working to develop public engagement mechanism 
for management planning. 

Marianas Trench: The draft Monument Management Plan and Joint Regulations internal 
review has been finalized. Public release of draft plan delayed at NOAA's request. 

Rose Atoll: Both the Sanctuary and the Refuge have management plans in place. The 
Intergovernmental Council for Rose Atoll Marine National Monument (NOAA, FWS, and 
Gov't AS) have held discussions about whether an additional joint "monument" plan is 
needed for the site. These discussions are on hold, but current partnerships are working well.
